HANDBALL  NOTES

TATTS  TROUNCE 
TAMARAMA 

Tattersall;s  handballers  travelled  to 
the  Tamarama  Club  and  proved 
superior  on  the  day  after  a  series  of 
singles  and  doubles  matches. 

Tamarama  is  considered  by  many  to 
be  the  leading  one  wall  handball  club 
and  they  fielded  their  strongest  team. 

Tattersall's  victorious  team  com¬ 
prised  Michael  O’Dea,  Tony  Baine, 
Charles  Robinson,  Ray  Hopkins,  Bill 
Sellen,  Bill  Blakemore,  Paul  Vrachnas 
and  Martin  McCurrich,  capably  led  in 
the  light  of  such  a  gallant  victory  by 
none  other  than. 

Bill  Sellen  led  the  TattersalPs 
onslaught  and  blitzed  Gary  Carter  into 
submission.  Bill  was  in  superb  touch 
and  he  never  at  any  stage  allowed  Gary 
into  the  game.  Bill's  unusual 
aggressive  game  became  a  barrage  of 
almost  unplayable  shots  that  forced 
Gary,  w'hose  usual  game  is  an 
attacking  one,  into  the  role  of  a 
defender.  Gary's  few  points  resulted 
from  some  fiery'  serving  which  was 
insufficient  to  suppress  the  ebullient 
Bill  who  coasted  home  to  win  31-16. 

The  spectators  again  got  their 
money's  worth  by  watching  a  Ray 
Hopkins  masterpiece  of  attack  when 
he  defeated  Jim  Campbell  31-17.  Ray 
played  one  of  his  great  games.  Jim  is  a 
natural  retriever  and  he  produced 
qualities  as  such  that  he  had  never 
previously  revealed.  For  those  wrho 
like  this  facet  of  handball  Jim  played  a 
gem  of  a  game.  Pure  defence, 
however,  is  an  inadequate  strategem 
when  opposed  to  Rav. 

Charles  Robinson,  who  became  a 
very  recent  return  from  one  of  his 
interminable  peregrinations,  w'as 
considered  to  be  somewhat  under¬ 
done,  confounded  the  critics  by 
inexorably  demolishing  the  1979  State 
singles  champion,  Frank  Caldwell. 
Frank  played  confidently  but  Charles 
broke  Frank's  stroke  play  fluency  by 
not  only  retrieving  shots  considered 
normally  to  be  winners  but  by  astute 
placement  of  returns.  It  was  an 
absorbing  game  and  the  scores  w'ere 
always  close  but  Charles  maintained 
control  throughout  to  win  31-29. 

Tony  Baine  played  one  of  his  rare 
bad  games  and  throughout  his  match 
against  Don  Hudson  he  never  settled 
down  to  produce  the  game  for  which 
he  is  becoming  renowned.  Both 
players  prefer  to  apply  steady 
pressure  and  this  may  not  have 


allowed  Tony  to  settle  into  a  pattern  of 
play.  While  the  scores  remained  close 
Tony  was  obviously  going  to  finish  on 
the  receiving  end.  The  first  count  was 
31-27  Don's  way. 

Michael  O'Dea,  Tattersall's  cham¬ 
pion,  was  down  to  play  the  local 
champ  and  past  Tattersall's  Plate 
winner,  Noel  Vella.  Noel  knows  the 
Tamarama  court  inch  by  inch  and 
although  he  made  full  use  of  this 
knowledge  he  could  make  no 
headway  against  Michael  in  the  early 
stages  of  play.  Michael  went  to  an 
early  lead  and  gradually  increased  his 
advantage  with  Noel  attempting  to 
score  points  with  speed,  power  and 
placement.  Michael  produced  his 
usual  miraculous  recovery  shots  and 
Noel  was  inevitably  forced  into  errors. 
The  match  tempo  steadied  in  the 
middle  stages  and  Noel  looked  a  rough 
chance  when  the  Tatt's  champ 
appeared  to  be  tiring.  Noel  again  burst 
into  an  effervescent  spurt  of  shot 
making  which  expired  on  Michael's 
rock-like  defence.  Noel  resorted  to  a  do 
or  die  approach  with  the  unavoidable 
result.  Michael  won  easily  31-16. 

The  match  of  the  day  was  a  doubles 
clash  with  Martin  McCurrich  and  Paul 
Vrachnas  teaming  against  Peter 
Ashley  and  Gary  Carter.  Martin,  fresh 
running  (nose  and  all)  from  a  fresh 
cold  were  no  match  for  the  scratch 
team  opposed  to  them  and  although 
they  established  an  early  lead  which 
they  maintained  they  were  destined  to 
eventual  annihilation. 

You  just  can  t  put  old  handball 
heads  on  young  shoulders.  If  Martin 
could  have  run  as  fast  as  Paul's  nose  he 
would  have  won  the  run  and  if  Paul 
could  have  matched  Martin's  early 
morning  speed  his  team  would  have 
rallied  to  victory  in  the  handball. 

At  15-all  Gary  Ashley  and  Peter 
Carter  appeared  to  be  playing  into  a 
gale,  but  at  16-15  hope  was  restored. 
With  the  score  again  in  the  danger 
zone  at  16-16  consternation  reigned 
supreme  in  the  grizzled  features  of  the 
old  brigade. 

When  the  cry’  of  "let  s  go"  rang  out 
Gary  and  Peter  leaped  to  a 
commanding  17-16  lead  and  were 
forced  back  onto  the  court  by  the 
referee  after  claiming  victory. 

The  crowd  w  as  divided  but  threats 
of  relegation  were  drowning  the  calls 
for  the  game  to  proceed. 

At  17-17  pandemonium  broke  in  the 
gallery  so  much  so  that  a  call  to  lunch 
went  unheeded  except  for  tw  o  of  the 
players.  The  referee  again  forced  Gary 
and  Peter  to  return  to  the  court. 

The  score  w  as  sonorously  enunci¬ 
ated  by  the  referee  -  18-17.  18-18.  19- 
18,  19-19. 


The  intense  pressure  was  hopefully 
ephemeral  An  entreaty  by  all  entrants 
w  as  for  an  honourable  result  but  at  20- 
all  obviously  decisive  action  was 
obligatory. 

Ashley  pulled  a  stroke  from  his 
repetoire  that  gained  victory  at  21-20, 
that  enthralled  the  crowd  and  that 
above  all  so  stunned  the  referee  that 
he  forgot  to  force  the  Ashley-Carter 
team  back  onto  the  court. 

TATTERSALL’S  PLATE— 1980 

This  sought  after  trophy  sponsored 
by  Norman  Rogers  has  again  produced 
top  class  handball  in  all  early  round 
matches. 

Each  year  each  handball  club  is 
requested  to  nominate  their  top 
singles  players  and  a  seeded  draw  is 
made  for  knockout  play. 

Tattersall's,  Bondi  Icebergs,  Tama¬ 
rama,  Clovelly  and  Coogee  Clubs 
accepted  the  invitation  to  nominate 
their  best  players. 

Tattersall's  was  represented  by 
Michael  O'Dea,  John  McGuire,  Ray 
Hopkins  Tony  Baine,  Bill  Blakemore, 
Martin  McCurrich  and  Bill  Sellen. 

Only  two  Tattersall's  players  won 
their  way  through  to  the  quarter-final 
round. 

Michael  O'Dea,  ruling  Plate  holder 
and  Tatt's  champion,  easily  accounted 
for  Coogee's  top  contender  Terry 
Jenkins.  While  the  final  score  in  Mike's 
favour  was  31-22  he  was  never  in 
doubt  as  the  subjugator. 

Ray  Hopkins  dragged  himself  from 
the  jaws  of  defeat  to  overcome  a 
tenacious,  confident  and  fit  John 
Forde  of  Bondi,  to  eventually  assert  his 
prowess  by  31  points  to  29.  John  led  in 
the  later  stages  of  the  game  but  he  was 
ruthlessly  reduced  to  rubble  by  a 
determined  Ray  Hopkins'  onslaught. 

Frank  Caldwell's  defeat  of  Tony 
Baine  was  meritorious.  Tony  played 
well  but  on  the  night  the  State  singles 
champion  was  too  good  and 
maintained  a  steady  lead  to  win  31-28. 

Gary  Stubbles,  always  a  crowd 
pleaser,  beat  Bill  Sellen  in  a  hard 
slugging  lightening  fast  match.  Bill 
tried  every  trick  he  knew  but  the  effort 
availed  him  little  comfort.  Gary  won 
31-20, 

Tony  Brown,  Bondi  Icebergs,  played 
entertaining,  attacking  handball  to 
defeat  Martin  McCurrich  31-22. 

Bill  Blakemore  suffered  the 
misfortine  of  meeting  Noel  Vella  when 
in  superlative  form  Noel  is  a  previous 
Plate  winner  and  his  class  was  all  too 
evident  in  his  victory,  31-24 

Reg  ChappeJ  tin  accountably  ac¬ 
counted  for  John  McGuire  by  31  points 
to  24.  Reg  is  the  type  of  player  who  not 
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only  tries  for  each  point  but  for  each 
shot.  It  was,  however,  thought  by  the 
experts  that  John's  hard  hitting  may 
upset  Reg  s  calm. 

The  three  semi-finals  played  to  date 
have  proved  handball  classics. 

Ray  Hopkins  was  sublime  in  his 
defeat  of  Frank  Caldwell  31-29.  Both 
contestants  play  to  win  and  not  to 
allow  their  opponent  to  defeat 
himself.  From  the  service  and  side 
change  at  5-all  Ray  never  surrendered 
the  lead.  Just  ahead  at  8-7  he  rapidly 
established  superiority  at  12-8  and  17- 
13.  Ray’s  shots  were  screaming  more 
than  a  teenage  girl  at  a  rock  concert. 
Both  players  maintained  the  pressure 
but  it  was  Ray  who  maintained  the 
lead  and  he  turned  at  22-18,  25-20  and 
with  the  healthy  advantage  at  30-25  it 
appeared  all  over.  Frank,  however, 
still  in  there  and  kicking,  won  four 
points  to  reduce  the  lee-way  to  30-29. 

Don  Hudson  (a  Tamarama  Trier) 
attacked  Noel  Vella  from  the  outset 
and  with  the  early  success  of  these 
tactics  continued  to  the  mid-twenties 
to  shake  the  confidence  of  the  second 
favourite.  The  score  wras  even 
throughout  the  game.  Service  changes 
were  unbelievably  5-5, 10-10, 15-15,  20- 
20  and  25-25.  Don  invariably  led 
between  side  changes  with  Noel 
reducing  the  leeway  to  even  the  score. 
Noel  however,  enjoyed  the  luxury  of 
the  final  service  bracket  and  playing 
desperately,  and  in  perfect  touch, 
raced  aw'ay  for  a  31-25  shut  out. 


Gary  Stubbs  has  always  been  a 
decoration  on  the  handball  court 
and  in  his  defeat  of  Tony  Brown  he 
showed  all  those  fortunate  to  be 
present  just  wily.  Tony  has  most  shots 
in  the  game,  is  an  attacker  and  what  is 
referred  to  as  an  angle  merchant,  but 
Gary  annihilated  him  in  a  merciless 
display  of  speed,  accuracy  and 
aggression  rarely  seen  at  Tattersall's. 
Gary,  from  a  3-2  lead,  leaped  away  to 
an  advantage  of  8-2,  13-2,  and 

unbelievably  18-2.  Tony  began  to  win 
points  but  the  blistering  pace  of  Gary’s 
game  never  eased  and  he  kept  the 
advantage  at  32-7  and  then  went 
further  ahead  to  lead  28-7.  Tony  w  as 
back  in  the  game  for  a  fleeting 
moment  but  it  was  all  over  at  31-10.
